Anti-Monopoly League Formed. 
H anford, April 16th.—At the organiza­ 
tion of the Hanford Anti-Monopoly League 
to-day 319 voters had already signed the roll. 
After several addresses the following resolu­ 
tions were passed: 
Resolved, That, as proposal by our friends from 
abroad, the Hanford Anti-Monopoly League be de­ 
clared the head of the movement in the jurisdiction 
of California; that headquarters he established at 
Hanford ; that this league be authorized to send 
out one or more organizers, and that it receive and 
approve applications to organize similar Leagues 
through the State. 
Resolved, That the matter of organizers be re­ 
ferred to the Executive Committee, to be re,>orteJ 
and voted on at the next meeting. 
The League meets again at 2 P. M. Satur­ 
day, April 23d. 
Water S alts. 
B akersfield, April llith.—Seventy-eight 
water suits in the irrigating canals are pend­ 
ing in the Superior Court. The first was 
commenced yesterday. It involves the right 
of the Calloway Canal to bring water from 
Kern river. Plaintiffs are Miller k Lux et 
als. The defendants are Haggin & Carr. 
The attorneys for plaintiffs are Hall McAl­ 
lister and R. E. Houghton ; for defendants, 
Judge J. Garber, Louis T. Haggin and Geo. 
Flournoy. A great number of witnesses are 
summoned on the part of the plaintiffs. The 
hotels are crowded. Great interest is man­ 
ifested, especially among the farmers. Yes­ 
terday was spent by the plaintiffs in intro­ 
ducing the testimony of old residents, show­ 
ing ancient courses of the river and the pres­ 
ent diversion of the water into canals, etc. 
Court adjourned until Monday. Sympathy 
is with the defendants. It is believed that, 
if old riparian laws prevail, the valley and 
the country will get a serious set-back.

This afternoon 
the funeral of Mrs. Boucher and her daughter 
Ella took place from their late residence, 
near Dayton, and the remains were brought 
to Chico, where services were held at the 
Fourth-street M. E. Church.

M ountain V iew , April 17th.—A party of 
youn£ men left Mountain View landing this 
morning for a boat ride, having a plunger 
and a row boat. While on the bay a breeze 
came up, capsizing the row-boat, containing 
three persons, one of whom, Peter Galla, was 
drowned. The other two were rescued by 
the plunger, which was close at hand. Galla 
was a native of France, aged about 32 years, 
and employed in Daniel Wheelan's black­ 
smith shop as a wheelwright. As yet the 
body has not been found. 
Easter Service* Serious Arridenl. 
S a n ta B a rb a ra , April 17th.—Easter ser­ 
vices were held in all the churches of the city 
to day. The floral decorations were truly 
magnificent. 
James Hollister, son of Colonel W. W. 
Hollister, fell from a tree yesterday after­ 
noon and broke bis leg. The injury is very 
serious. 
An Old Lady Found D ead-Fatal Ac* 
rident. 
Los A nuei.es, April 17th.—An old lady 
uamed Thompson, who lived alone in a house 
on First street, was found dead in her bed 
this morning. Decomposition had com­ 
menced, bo it is supposed she had been dead 
several days. A Coroner's jury rendered a 
verdict of death from natural causes. 
Juan Valdez, a native Californian, drove 
over a bluff near Wilmington last night ami 
broke his neck, death resulting almost in­ 
stantly. 
OREGON. 
Item s from I’o rtlan d . 
P o rtla n d , April 16th.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day, the case of 
Hatch & Lownsdale vs. Willamette Iron 
Bridge Company was decided. The opinion 
was rendered by Judge Deady, Judge Saw­ 
yer concurring. He held that the temporary 
restraining injunction allowed a few weeks 
ago by Judge Deady be continued until the 
case could be thoroughly tried at the next 
regular term of the United States Circuit 
Court, to be held in September. The bond 
required by the Court at the time the tempo­ 
rary injunction was granted, to be given by 
plaintiffs in the action, in 810,000, was in­ 
creased to 825,000. A motion made by at­ 
torneys for the defendant, to allow work on 
the bridge to proceed in consideration that a 
satisfactory bond be executed, was overruled 
by both Judges. This decision causes au en­ 
tire suspension of operations on the bridge 
until the matter is finally settled by the 
Court. As yet the bond required of plain­ 
tiffs is not given. The loss to the Bridge 
Company, caused by the restraining injunc­ 
tion, will be very heavy, as the delay will 
probably work a forfeiture of the contract. 
This afternoon Dr. Folkman, editor of the 
Volkesblatt, a German paper in this city, was 
met near the Newmarket Theater by the fore­ 
man of the Ziitumjand publicly and severely 
horsewhipped. This chastisement was brought 
about by certain articles published by Folk­ 
man in relation to the Turn Verein Society. 
The affair created quite a sensation, and will 
probably find its way into the Courts. 
A man named Samuel Ashley, while par­ 
tially intoxicated, fell from a bridge at Eu­ 
gene City yesterday, and sustained very dan­ 
gerous injuries. He fell a distance of nearly 
40 feet. 
A young man named Lynch, living in 
Umatilla county, was thrown from his wagon 
by a runaway team and very seriously in­ 
jured on the 15th. The wheels of the wagon 
passed over his body, breaking several bones 
and bruising him terribly. He lies in a criti­ 
cal condition. 
H. Thornton, of Yakima City, W. T., was 
run over on the 14th by a team of frightened 
horses and badly injured. His face and head 
were fearfully cut and bruised. 
Two fishermen, uamed AV. H. Patterson 
and M. Williams have been missing for three 
days on the lower Columbia, ami there is 
very little doubt but they have been drowned. 
Search is now being made for the missing 
parties. 
During the past week the records show 
thirty-two real estate transactions ; total con­ 
sideration, -?37.617 32. 
Abóut 2,000 men, including those em­ 
ployed in clearing the route of timber, are 
uow employed in the construction line of the 
Oregon Railroad and Navigation Company's 
Railroad, between the Cascades and The 
Dalles. The distance from the Lower Cas­ 
cades to The Dalles, by the line as surveyed, 
is 47 miles. Much of the route presents 
great difficulties, though there are stretches 
of considerable length where construction 
will be quite easy. The number of tunnels 
beyond the Cascades has been reduced to 
two. One of these will be two hundred feet 
and the other about four hundred feet long. 
S tab b in g A fluir. 
P o r tla n d , April 17th.—Two men, named 
Cornelius Murray and Harry Mullen, en­ 
gaged in an altercation on First street this 
evening. Both men were drunk at the time. 
Murray drew a knife and stabbed Mullen in 
the left shoulder, inflicting a dangerous 
wound. -Mullen was also severely cut in the 
palm of the left hand. Murray is in custody. 


WASHINGTON IL K It I TOUT. 
The First Through Train. 
W a lla W a lla , April 17th.—The first 
through train from The Dalles arrived at 7 
o’clock this morning, bringing half a dozen 
passengers, who left Portland yesterday 
morning, the mails and express. The time 
between Portland and Walla Walla bag here 
tofore occupied from two to three days. The 
track between Wallula and LTmatilla, thirty 
miles, was changed to-day from the narrow 
to the standard gauge. Hereafter passengers 
will leave Walla Walla at 5:30 r. M, change 
cars at Wallula, reach The Dalles the next 
morning in time for the boat, and arriving at 
Portland in the evening. The railroad be­ 
tween Walla Walla and Wallula will be 
chaDged from the narrow to the standard 
gauge in a month, by which time Pullman 
sleeping cars will be placed on the road. 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 
Advices from Victoria. 
V ic to ria , April 16th.—The steamer Skide- 
gate, with Captain Bladsdell and party, re­ 
turned from Queen Charlotte Island yester­ 
day morning, after an absence of 15 days, 
during which time the party visited and par­ 
ticularly examined the above group, and also 
examined the copper and iron deposits of 
Texada Island Bay and the marble quar;y 
at Alert Bay, bringing specimens from 
each. At Queen Charlotte Island the party 
visited the old works of the anthracite coal 
mine. One vein six feet and the other two feet 
six inches in width can be traced around the 
mouth of the Seymour for a distance of 
several miles, and are plainly seen in the 
tunnel. A quantity of anthracite coal, which 
is believed to be of excellent quality, was 
brought down, and will be subjected to a care­ 
ful test. It is reported that Captain Bladsdell 
is more than pleased with the evidence of 
wealth he brings. At Skidegate Bay the 
party visited Sterling’s dog fishery oil re­ 
finery, which is furnished with every modern 
appliance for putting the live fish into a re­ 
tort and running them off in pure oil in vats 
ready for shipment. Preparations were mak­ 
ing for the fishing season. The weather at 
the islands was beautiful. There are large 
tracts of fine agricultural lands there await­ 
ing settlers. The fur seal fishery north of the 
island is a failure this year, and the Indians 
belonging to Queen Charlotte returned 
from the fishing grounds 
discouraged.

Arrival of the Steamer Oceanic at San 
Francisco 
S a n F ran cisco , April 17th.—The steamer 
Oceanic, from China and Japan, arrived Inst 
night, bringing tho following news, which íb 
forwarded by telegraph : 
Hokgkos'o. March -J3d. 
Tseng Kwo Tsein, uncle of the Chinese Minister 
in England, lias been appoincJ to succeed Tso Tsun 
Tang as Vice;oy of the northwest frontier. Tso 
Tsun Tang has’ been appointed President of the 
Board of War, besides having other high honors 
heapad upon him. These changes iudicate new 
vigor, and show that the Chinese Government has 
lo t none of its interest in the Knluja question and 
is determined to maintain the position adopted. 
The railway question has been vetoed in the Im­ 
perial Council and is shelved for a time; but that it 
should have created so much intere-t m high quar­ 
ters is considered satisfactory. 
Material for the scientific fortification of the Gulf 
of Pechila is being largely imported by Li Hung 
Chang. 
The extensive coal mines northwest of Tientsin 
w-ill be worked by the Chinese Government. 
The Western Empress has again been terv ill, but 
is reported convalescent. 
King Ka’akaua was received with great respect by 
the Chinese and foreigners iti Shanghai. 
The French are gr dually completing preparations 
for the annexation of Tonquin, and before the end 
of the year a junction of Tonquin with the French 
colony of Cochin China is likely to be an accom­ 
plished fact. 
The treaty with Great Britain made by the 
Siamese Government, providing for increased duties 
on imports, has not yet been latified by the British 
Government, as at the last moment the Engli-h in­ 
troduced a stipulation that the ratification was sub­ 
ject to the approval of other foreign powers having 
treaties with Siam. 
The Government of the Philippines has consider­ 
ably increased botli the import and export duties 
into Manila, to enable a fund to be accumulated for 
carrying out extensive harbor works there. It is 
reported that this increase is likely to be extend**! 
to other Spanish points in the Philippines 
The large profits now made by s-me foreign banks 
engaged in business in China and Japan stiow that 
there is ample room for other institutions of a simi­ 
lar nature, and a good opening in this direction is 
now offering to American capitalists, and would 
doubtless meet w-ith support from influential Chi­ 
nese and Japanese merchants, if not of those Gov 
ernments themselves.

SECRETARY KIRKWOOD’S ALLEGED 
QUALIFICATION.

A Washington dispatch states that Sec­ 
retary of the Interior Kirkwood will prob­ 
ably have to resign his Cabinet position, 
for the singular reason that he is altogether 
too conscientious in the performance of his 
official duties. 
It is said that he actually 
refuses to sign any paper which he has not 
read, and that as a result his desk is loaded 
down with piles of documents which he 
cannot find leisure to go through, yet 
which he will not do anything with until 
he has examined them. 
If this is the case 
Secretary Kirkwood is certainly in a very 
bad way. 
In the past we have had Secre­ 
taries of the Interior who were so ready to 
sign papers they knew nothing about that 
occasionally they became parties to serious 
frauds upon the government. 
To the un­ 
initiated it would seem that Mr. K irk­ 
wood's resolution was a very wholesome 
onn, and that in fact it was the only prin­ 
ciple upon which lie could transact the 
business of his office intelligently or faith­ 
fully. 
But it appears th at such positions 
necessitate the blind acceptance of a great 
many things, and that whoever attempts 
to grasp the whole work of a department 
will 1 •e defeated by the rapid accumulation 
of business, for the settlem ent of which 
there is not sufficient time. 
If, however, 
Secretary Kirkwood has made an under­ 
estimate of his work and an overestimate 
of his capacity, it should Ire easy to rectify 
this 
mistake 
without 
resigning. 
It 
would be a pity to lose a Cabinet officer 
who appears at least to have set out with 
such clear and sound ideas as to the extent 
of his responsibility, for his view oh the 
subject is evidently a novel one at W ash­ 
ington. 


A M UCH-NEEDED 
A PPRO PRIA TIO N . 


The 
Horticultural, 
Viticultural 
and 
other 
societies recently petitioned the 
Board of K -cents of the State University 
to create a chair of Entomology, and the 
Board has complied with the request; but 
as it has no means for carrying on this 
branch of science it becomes r.eccessary to 
ask the Legislature for an appropriation of 
at least §'2,000 annually for the support of 
a Professor. 
This is a highly-important 
matter. 
It affects very large interests 
all over the State. 
It involves researches 
into the insect pests which are proving 
such serious drawbacks to the progress of 
viticulture, horticulture and agriculture 
generally. 
It is desirable that the phyllox­ 
era, scale bug, codling moth, etc., should 
be attacked scientitically, and without 
delay. 
W hatever assistance the State can 
give to this project it is in duty bound to 
extend. 
All who are interested in the 
industries above referred to will do well to 
join the B ecORH-Union in urging upon the 


After a prolonged inquiry the majority 
of the Railroad Commissioners have suc­ 
ceeded in reaching a basi9 of mutual un­ 
derstanding with the railroad companies, 
the result of which is a reduction of freight 
charges amounting to from -0 to 30 per 
cent, upon grain, flour, live 'stock, cord- 
wood, and certain other staples. 
Prepara­ 
tory to this agreement, which was largely 
brought about by a desire on the part of 
the railroad managers to make the utm ost 
concessions possible, and which was only 
limited by their inability to make further 
reductions without fatally impairing the 
revenues of the roads, the Commissioners 
decided to allow evidence to be taken and 
argument made before them, to the end 
that no grave injustice should be done. 
When the character and scope of the 
powers w ith which the Board is invested 
are considered, it m ust be adm itted that 
the Commissioners have exhibited more 
disposition to act fairly than was displayed 
by those who gave them their authority. 
For it is impossible to examine their 
credentials as contained in the new Consti­ 
tution without concluding th at this tribunal 
was created for the express purpose of 
confiscating private property. The people, 
through the Constitution, deliberately de­ 
clared their purpose to deprive certain 
property owners of their possessions, for 
the benefit of certain other property own­ 
ers. 
Those who used the railroad, in 
fact, instead of those who owned it, were 
to be made the beneficiaries of it. 
A more 
outrageous abuse of the popular sover­ 
eignty has never been committed than in 
the organization of this Railroad Commis­ 
sion, and if the Commissioners have not 
as yet acted in the spirit of their instruc­ 
tions, it is probably for no other reason 
than th at when self-respecting men are 
brought face to face with the real pur­ 
poses of such a scheme, and find th at they 
have been empowered to confiscate the 
property of their fellow-citizens with a 
stroke of the pen, they not unnaturally 
shrink from the flagrant injustice and 
immorality of the proposition, and en­ 
deavor to find a middle course which will 
involve less wrong. 
W hat the majority of the Commission­ 
ers have succeeded in effecting is unques­ 
tionably most important, however. 
They 
have reduced freights upon the principal 
staples to the extent above recited. 
Gov­ 
ernor Stanford frankly stated th at the 
railroads could not really afford this re­ 
duction, but th at it was conceded for the 
sake of bringing the m atter to an issue, 
and satisfying the people. 
Commissioners 
Cone and 
Beerstecher 
recognized 
the 
changes in the schedule as being satisfac­ 
tory. 
But because it was proposed to 
adopt the existing rates on other merchan­ 
dise for the time being, Commissioner 
Stoneman entered a protest the unreason­ 
able character of which is only equalled 
by its brutal indeceacy and coarse malig­ 
nity. 
W ith the instinct of a demagogue 
he in this protest virtually charged his 
colleagues with treachery to the people, 
and even went so far as to declare that 
he 
considered their action 
“ an 
out- 
“ rage, and 
a 
violation of the letter 
“ and spirit of the Constitution," and 
“ an act 
which 
eught to damn this 
“ Board, and make it stink in the ncs- 
“ trils of every citizen of the State not in 
“ the interest of railroad corporations.” 
The only outrage in this regard has been 
perpetrated by General Stoneman. 
He 
has from flrst to last shown himself to be 
actuated solely by a spirit of malignant 
hostility to the railroads. 
He has made 
it conspicuously apparent that his only idea 
of regulation is confiscation and destruction. 
W hile he has never pointed out any speci­ 
fic eases wherein rational reductions of 
freight charges could be made, he has 
resisted every attem pt to reach a eober and 
equitable basis of agreement, and 
has 
shown a purely malicious disposition to 
injure and if possible break down the cor­ 
porations. 
Instead of welcoming the reduction of 
20 per cent, in frc'ght rates as a distinct 
gain, lie has sat back and obstructed all 
action which did not go the length of reck­ 
less confiscation. 
No dcubt if he had 
his way he would refuse the railroads a 
hearing at all, and would arbitrarily fix 
their rates at points below the possibility of 
earning running expenses. 
That is the 
spirit in which he has conceived his line of 
■ duty apparently, and we do not hesitate to 
say th at it is an abominable spirit. 
It is 


j perfectly clear that no reduction which 
could have been proposed would have 
suited this man, unless it would have been 
so sweeping as to insure the ruin of the 
railroads. 
It is also perfectly clear th at he 
is unlit to exercise such powers as have 
been unfortunately intrusted to him, and 
that be is capable only of representing the 
blindest and most irrational hatred against 
I the corporations. 
It seems to be the particular desire of 
¡ Commissioner Stoneman that those of his 
I colleagues who seek to act fairly and 
equally shall get no credit for what they 
do, no m atter how large may be the ben- 
etits accruing to the public from their ar­ 
rangements. 
In the present instance those 
colleagues have done all th at has been 
done, and it is a great deal. 
They have 
secured a reduction upon staples which 
ought to satisfy the public. 
But since 
they have not insisted at once upon other 
. reductions which would have crippled the 
railroads, Cencral Stoneman turns round 
and blackguards them. 
His 
assump­ 
tion of special and peculiar virtue and in­ 
tegrity in this connection calls for com- 
\ mcnt particularly. 
He himself stands for 
that aggregate dishonesty which 
seeks 
! to confiscate railroad property; which pro­ 
pos. s in fact to rob some men for the benefit 
5 of others. 
He represents a brute force 
which has undertaken under pretense of 
! legal forms to deprive certain men of their 
rights. 
And this being the' highly moral 
and elevated plane upon which he stands, 
he thinks himself entitled to apply the 
most insulting epithets to his colleagues 
because they are not so ready to counte­ 
nance the iniquity of which he is the 


ceed iu bringing out of the conflict of in­ 
terests

reasonable men everywhere without bank­ 
rupting the transportation companies.

THE CHIOS CALAMITY. 


Number of Killed—Suffering Among the 
Survivors. 
[By Telegraph.] 


L o n d o n, April lGth.—The correspondent 
of the Times at Scio telegraphs : I have now 
made from personal observation, and with 
the help of others, a pretty thorough canvass 
of the state of affairs throughout the island. 
The total number of dead is scarcely less 
than 4,000, although some allowance may be 
due to the fact that immediately after the 
disaster many persons crossed to the main­ 
land, and some of them now reported dead 
may be there. The villages on the south side 
of the island are all wrecked, hardly a single 
house being left standing. The center of the 
volcanic action seems to have been near 
Nenita, overlooking Megals Bay on the east 
coast, where 300 persous perished out of a 
population of 1,200; at Vanros, 20 perished 
out of a population of 000; at Phalata, GO 
out of 250; at Kalamente, 40 out of 1,500; 
at Armalis, 30 out of 000; and at Kiney, 
130 out 
of 4S0. On the western side

the island, at: Mista many houses 
fell, 
but 
nobody 
was 
killed. 
At 
Vesha three-fourths of the buildings were 
wrecked, hut only one person killed. 
At 
Lathi 25 persons were killed out of 000, and 
at Argonima 40 out of 400; at Anabotas 12 
were killed. This is the most northerly town 
on the west side, which suffered severely. 
The other towns were severely shaken, but 
are not in ruins. The district of Scio and 
towns southeast of it suffered most of all. 
Kallamasia is simply a mass of ruin3, and it 
is difficult to distinguish one house from an­ 
other. 
I cannot conceive how any considera­ 
ble number of the population escaped. Only 
443 perished out of 1,800. The neighboring 
villages suffered similarly. 
Seven of the 
principal ones, containing 8,570 people, are 
believed to have lost 1,327 dead. 
At least 
nine-tenth3 of the houses in the soitthern and 
southwestern portions of the island must be 
rebuilt or repaired. The popnlation is now 
camping out, and there is great need of food 
and shelter. The northern part requires 
help, but to a less extent. Those severely 
wounded are being brought to Scio by men 
from the ships. 
The work of clearing away

the people are still panic-stricken,

John Hall, mistaking one Kremkan 
for a Mexican, shot and instantly killed him, 
and was himself shot by an American. The 
Town Marshal, having unsuccessfully en­ 
deavored to quell the disturbance, took part 
himself, and fatally wounded one Campbell 
and a Mexican. A number of others were 
slightly wounded. Since Thursday the towns 
of El Paso and Franklin have been quiet, 
and there will probably be no further disturb­ 
ance.

Triple Murder in Texas—Tragic Quarrel 
In Louisiana. 
[By Telegraph.] 


I 
S a n A n t o n io (Tex.), April 16th.—A most 
! horrible triple murder was committed about 
eight miles from the city on Thursday last. 
! The murdered people u-ere Mrs. John Sim­ 
; raons, whose threat was cut from ear to ear, 
i her little boy four years old. whose brains 
were dashed out on a rock, and Mrs. Emily 
Parker, the mother of Mrs. Simmons, who 
seems to have been strangled. 
The first 
thought was that John Simmons, husband 
and father, who has had a bad reputation in 
the place, was the murderer; but a sheep- 
herder, named Phillips, was arrested last 
night on suspicion. 
A pair of suspenders, 
known to have belonged to Phillips, was 
found tied around Mrs. Simmons’ legs, and 
his gun was found near her with blood upon 
it. 
These facts and other circumstances 
seems to show that Mrs. Simmons, and per­ 
haps her mother, was outraged and then 
killed. 
N ew O r l ea n s, April 16th.—On Sunday 
evening a terrible tragedy occurred at Bayou 
Sourrel, Herville Parish, one hundred miles 
from here. Two men were killed instantly 
and four hadly wounded. An eve witness 
states that a number of negroes had been em­ 
ployed there, cutting timber for J. O. Torrey 
be Sons, and on Saturday night, while gam­ 
bling, Cube Austin and Elijah Wall quar­ 
reled. 
Next day tight of the men—among 
them Austin »nd Wall—went in a boat to the 
supply store, three miles away, where whisky 
was freely drank. 
The quairel was renewed, 
and Austin drew a knife and drove \V all 
from the camp, threatening death it he came 
back. 
Wall went to a negro cabin, forcibly 
secured a shotgun, double loaded it, and, in 
ambush, awaited the appearance of the boat. 
When about one hundred and twenty five 
yards from the starting point. Wall hailed 
them with the gun, pointed it at them, 
ordered them to land, and, while they were 
yet begging him not to shoot, he fired, killing 
Charles Williams and Marshall Bowman and 
wounding four others—two seriously. Austin 
himself escaped unhurt. 
Wall is still at 
large.

close M r. and M rs. Stebbins sin g “ A long 
th e riv er of tim e we glide ” in a very im ­ 
pressive m anner. 
A t the subsequent m eet­ 
ing a t the sam e place M rs. l>r. P inkham 
sang “ A lm ost P ersu ad ed ” w ith the utm ost 
expression and pathos. 
T o-night there will 
be a union Gospel service a t the Congrega­ 
tio n al C hurch, com m encing a t half-pa3t 7 
o’clock, th e first h alf hour to he devoted to a 
praise service, led by M r. Stebbins.

HANDY HINTS FOR THE HOUSEKEEPER. 


A perplexed housekeeper wants to know 
what she shall do with the tin cans that 
from day to day accumulate about the 
house—fruit cans, meat cans of all kinds, 
cans, cans, and a thousand cans. 
W ell, if 
you keep a boarding-house, you might 
throw them into the street, right in front 
of the house, as a bait for the homeless 
man seeking a boarding-house. 
If you 
have a home, however, you might utilize 
the cans in many ways. 
You might take the tomato cans, fill 
them with soft, rich earth, and plant 
pansy seed in them, and by and by a whole 
handful of all sorts of weeds would come 
up. 
Then you could take the can to the 
pottery and have the potter twist a nice 
terra cotta vase about it so as to completely 
hide the can, and thus at a trilling expense, 
not over a few dollars, you could utilize 
your old tomato can as a garden vase. 
Or you could take a lobster can, and bore 
three holes at equal distances in the sides, 
close to the opened end. 
Then cover the 
can as thickly as you need with fine plastic 
material used in the manufacture of cheap 
statuettes, and employ some good artist to 
fashion it in graceful shape and beautiful 
designs. 
Then fasten bright brass chains 
in the three holes and hang it in a hook in 
the porch roof, and you will have a hand­ 
some hanging basket that need not cost 
you more than $5. 
If you should break a kerosene lamp, 
save the foot of it, and with a bit of red 
flannel and merino and some white crochet 
cotton make a pin-cushioH of it, stuffing 
the flannel and merino out in a large, ir­ 
regularly shaped sphere, and with the 
crochet cotton work “ 10 re t/iE gtYE r ” on 
it. 
Then set it in the spare room on the 
dresser, care being taken to have the cush­ 
ion fastened on so loosly that it will cant a 
little to one side. 
Then, when the guest 
wakes up in the night and sees that awful 
apparition in the moonlight, he will con­ 
fess all his sins, put on his clothes hind- 
side foremost, and dropping himself out of 
the window, will flee in terror into the 
wilderness, and never come back to spoil 
your best pillow-shams with his bear’s oily 
head again. 
“ It isn’t what you get,” they say down 
in W est Virginia, “ that makes you rich, 
it’s what you save.” A few cents saved 
here and there in household expenses are 
not noticed at the time, but by the end of 
a year they aggregate enough to pay the 
interest on a second-hand hoe ; and if the 
newspaper instructions in domestic econ­ 
omy are faithfully followed out, the care­ 
ful housekeeper will in the course of a 
year spend enough to pay for a steam 
thresher.

P e n s a c o la .—Pensacola, with a popula­ 
tion of 7,301, according to the recent cen­ 
sus, and a continual influx of strangers, 
enjoys an extensive trade. 
It is now one 
of the foremost posts of the country for 
export business. 
The chief export is lum­ 
ber, of which alone upwards of 1,000,000 
feet per day are loaded upon vessels of all 
descriptions and nationalities, but the bulk 
goes to Europe, of which England receives 
the largest share. 
This immense supply 
comes from Pensacola mills or from Mill­ 
ville, the greatest lumber site in the South, 
besides large quantities from Kagdad, on 
the Blackwater river, and Molino, on the 
Perdito. 
Often from 100 to 150 vessels 
may be seen at one time anchored or lying 
along its wharves. 
The business of the 
place is mostly concentrated on Palafox 
and Government streeU. 
The rebuilding 
of the portion burnt over lately is proceed­ 
ing rapidly.
